RUPERT - Spooked by candy-grabbing 
children, a horse pulling a small buggy in 
Rupert's Fourth 'of July parade bolted into 
the crowd - nyinin'g over three kids silting 
undemeath'a wooden barricade. 

All three children were fitted with cervi- 
cal collars and air casts, then rushed by 
ambulance to Minidoka Memorial Hospital 
early Tues^y afemoon. They were ireat- 
- ed at the hospital, then released. 

'Tb'e'Korse and carriage were following a 
motorcycle whose rider was throwing can- 
dy to the crowd gathered along the curb. A' 
crowd of about 25 kids had swarmed 
around the motorcycle, said Rita Sullivan, 
a Gresham, Ore. woman who witnessed the 
accident. ' 

“There were a lot of kids standing out 
there,” Sullivan said. “The horse, you 
could sec it was getting jittery; The minute 
the horse started turning, people just scat- 
tered.” • 

Pulling a white carriage with three pco- 
\ pie in it, the horse flowed into the crowd at 
^ the intersection of E Street and 6th Strieei.- 
Porade-waichers were stacked three deep, 
standing on the sidewalk and in the street 
behind crowd barricades. 

The jcids - who were beneath the ^rri- 
cades - never had a chance to get away. . 
witnesses said. The horse and carriage 
rolled through a barricade and over a curb.

Study: Drugs 
need closer 
medical care

CHICAGO — Supermarkets track may- 
onnaise more carefully than some hospitals 
track morphine, said the head of a HorvaM 
team that analyzed drug errors at two top . 
hospitals. I 

"1 think that is pretty ridiculous." said Dr. 
Lucian L. Leape of the Horvard School of 
Public Health, who'advocatcs a computer- 
ized bar code system to help prevent dosing 

^-and-prcscribirigTrrrors. : — 

Leape’s team found 334 drug errors at 
Brigham and,_Women's Hospital and Mas- 
’ sachuseits General Hospital, both in Boston, 
in the six months ending in July 1 993. 

Thirty-nine percent of errors were mada 
by doctors who did such things as order 3 *■ 
Y drug thot the patient was allergic to or pnS 
scribe the wrong dose; 38 percent wcil 
made b^ nurses who made such mistakes ta 
administering the wrong 'amount or mixing, 
it with the wrong solution: the rest came 
. when sccrclarics transcribed orders or when 
pharmacists-dispensed medication. I 

Most errors were .caught or -didn't cause o 
i problem,' but 70, patients suffered complica- 
1 lions. None was fatal, but 14 were lifc- 
t threatening and 30 were serious, according 
5 to the data gathered at the hospitals and re-. 

ported in today’s issue of The Journal of the

Snow in Rockies; thunderstorms across midsection

Thunderstorms spread heavy rain and iarge hail across 
pons of the Plains and Midwest on Tuesday, and unseason- 
ably cool weather spread across the Southwest into Texas. 

A low pressure am over the central port of the nation trig- 
gered widespread showen and thunderstorms from Texas to 
the Dakotas and eastward around the Great Lokn. 

The heaviest rain fell over west-central Minnesota, with- 
TO inches at Milan. One-rood was washed out, and authori- 
ties .warned of possible flooding at neorby Montevideo, 
where the Minnesota and Chippewa rivers join. 

Flood stage for the Minnesota River at Monticello- is 14 
feet and Chippewa County dispatcher Thonw Worden said 
the river was expected to reach 14.5 feet by Wednesday 
morning. 

More than-4 inches of rain fell in ports of Missouri. 

Hail as big as baseballs fell overnight in parts of Nebras- 


ka, and wind gusling up to 65 mph coused scattered damage 
to trees ond power lines. The. heaviest rain in the 24-hoiirs . 
ending Tuesday morning was 2.40 inches at Campbell. 

Hoil up to the size of golf balls was reported from the 
eastern Dakotas and southwestern Minnesolo into Kansas 
and Missouri. 

Thunderstorms in Illinois turned back Gov. Jim Edgar’s 
helicopter, forcing him to miss a July Fourth holiday parade 
in Wheaton. Heavy rain in the nioming extinguished barbe- 
cue grills on the final day of the Taste of Chicago Food festi- 
val. Elsewhere, thunderstorms extended over parts df the 
Southeast, with heavy rain blamed for scattered street flood- 
ing in North Carolina. Thunderstorms also spread along the 
coast of Texas.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Acircss 
Eva Gabor, youngest of the celebrated 
Gabor sisters best known foe her role 
as a socialite stuck on a fonn on tele* 
vision’s "Green Acres," died Tuesday. 
She was 74. 

Miss Gabor died at 10:05 a.m><at 
GedorS'Sinai Medical Center from 
respiratory distress and other infee 
lions, hospital spokesman Ron Wise 
said. 

She entered the hospital on June 21 
after falling and breaking her hip. 
Wise said. She wos also found to be 
suffering from pneumonia, he said. 

The Hungarian-born Eva — pro 
nounced AY va; sisters Zsa Zsa and 
Magda; and their mother, Jolie, all 
emigrated to the United States in the 
1930s and *40s. By the 1950s, the 
family, especially Eva and Zsa Zsa, 
hod achieved worldwide celebrity. 
‘There arc four women in our fami 
■ ly, and we’re all doing well ...,’’ Miss 
Gabor said in a 1961 Associoted Press 
interview. “We- worked yery hard, but 
wc were also very lucky.” 

Frederick von Anholt, Zsa Zsa 
Gi^r's husband described his sistCT' 
in-law as "brilliant, fabulous woman.’

Zimmermann was the pilot 
of the Athcns-io^Romc flight that 
was takeii over by terrorists and 
'ordered to Beirut. 'Two other crew- 
men and 39 passengers were held 
as well, and Navy diver Robert 
Stethem was killed during the- ter- 
rorists before negotiators rcsolveri 
(hecrisis. 

Zimmermann. 55, retired from 
TWA. in May after 27 and now 
intends to devote his time revamp- 
ing Cascade's historic railroad sta- 
tion into an individualized retreat 
for those seeking a quiet, reflec- 
tivc refuge.

Records prepare Morceli 
for Olympic gold

Morceli hopes for a couple more 
this season while preparing for the 
biggest prize that has eluded him

"If you are young and you have 
the opportunl^’imd your body al- 
loys you. why waste'thc opfiortu- 
y'riuty?” Morceli, 25, said. "I hope 
this is only my first world record of 
1995, not my lost'." 

. Morceli added the 2,000-mctcr 
mark to his growing list of world 
records Monday, clocking 4 min- 
utes, 47.88 seconds — • nearly three 
seconds better than Said Aouita's 
mark of 4:50.81 in 1987, also at 
Paris. 

Morceli also owns world records 
in the 1,500 (3:28.82 in 1992), 
mile (3:44.39 in 1993) .and^,000 
(7:25.11 in 1994). 

He also has world indoor marks 
in the 1,000 (2:15.26) and 1,500 
(3:34.16). 

'.Despite all the records and hav- 
ing won three world champi- 
onships (the outdoor 1,500s in 
1991 and 1993 and the indoor 
- 1,500 in 1991), Morceli is sad- 
dened that he is missing an 
Olympic gold medal. In 1992, he 
ran a poor race in the Olympic 
1,500 final at Barcelona and fin- 
ished seventh. 

“Barcelona is now in the past," 
Morceli said. “! was sick and 
boxed in, and that’s understandable 


why I lost. 

"There is a list of good athletes 
who haven't. won at the Olympics, 
but il'wouldn't be right to finish 
•>my career without a gold medal.” 
““He'haslcarncd'ftom’his’mls= — 
takcs._At_the World Chamni- 
dnships in 1993, defending tiis * 
1,500-mctcr title, he .stayed out of 
trouble near the head of ihc'pack 
before 'breaking' away for an easy 
win. ' 

He has not lost a 1,500 or mile 
race since 1992. His last loss in 
any cvenLwas over 800 meters last 
year. / • 

He was voted the world’s track 
and field athlete of the year for the 
past two years by Track & Field 
News. 

Morceli is undecided between 
the 1,500 and 5,000 for this year’s. 
World Championships at Goto- 
borg, Sweden, in August! 

Even if he moves up to the 
5,000, he should be favored. Last 
year, with little experience at that 
distance, he easily bcuf a high-class 
field in a meet at Zurich, Switzer- 
land. That convinced him he could 
handle the distance, as well as 
challenge the world record . 

"I proved'in Zurich I can do well 
In the 5,000'and have a margin for 
improvement,” Morceli said. 

He ran 13:03.85 in poor weather. 
'The world record of 12:55.30 was 
set last month by Moses Kiptanui 
of Kenya.

“This bou- ' 
quet, fof instance, has to do more than just' ' 
compliment the character’s 'skin tones and 
the room decor, it also has to create a visual 
mood that says !now is the time for serious 
romance,' while giving the viewer clues 
about the character's style, income, and 
personality."

James-Rainbow was willing to reveal

My sources say that scale often 
doesn’t cause enough of a problem. in 
the Northwest to warrant any control 
at all, but if the entire tree is cavered, 
like yours, you’ll wont to take action. 

Scale, a small, brown, scab-looldng 


insect about the size of the end of a 
pencil or smaller, Is hard to spot. It 
dbesh’t Ibbkiikc'nn' insect.-Bu^it is,- 
and it does lay eggs. When those eggs 
^tch, the larva crawl around and suck 
iplant juices, causing dicback. 

'^When temperatures warm in June 
and July, the larva vyill hatch. When 
that happens, you can kill them with 
diazinon or Orthene. Read the entire 
label before you use any insecticide. 

• Do not use either of the pesticides if 
I the walnut husks have opened. 

Adult scale that surviv«l the sum- 
mer will succumb to a spraying of 
dormant oil. in the fall after the leaves 
have dropi^d. The oil will suffocate . 
them, and your trees should be free of 
s^e next spring, although the scales 
may not physically drop pff the tree.
